DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 - 1 6 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant's argument 
filed 10 June 2011 are persuasive, the rejection of claims 1-16 under 37 USC 103(a) over 
Thompson in view of Stewart is withdrawn. Applicant argued that combining Thompson with 
shape-memory transvere loop of Stewart, would require anchoring the loop of Stewart which 
would warp the pre-formed shape-memory loop of Stewart, which would render Stewart 
unsuitable for its intended purpose. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
